Suit Against Pipe Trust Final 
Won in Circuit Court 


‘Action Pending for Several Years at 
Last Terminates Favorably 
for City—Trust Charged 
Excessive Amount 
for Piping.

Cincinnati, Ohio, June 14.—(Special.)— 
The city of Atlanta scored a signal vic- 
tory in its fight against the’ pipe trust by 
the decision won today 
States circuit court of appeals in this 
city. 

According to the decision the trust will 
have to pay. $7,000 back to A ianta, 

When the pipe trust was formed seven 
or eight years ago, with the Addyston 
Pipe Company, of this city, as its chief 
members, the city of Atlanta was pre- 
paring to lay a new system of water 
mains and pipes and it had advertised 
for bids. The trust had already parcel- 
ed the various cities and states, allotting 
certain of them to each of the companies 
in the trust for operating territory. 
Atlanta happened to lie within the dis- 
trict assigned to the Chattanooga foun- 
dry and pipe works, and the latter re- 
ceived thie contract for the pipe supplies 
at Atlanta, though prices it named were 
much higher than the city officials had 
estimated in the first place. The contro- 
versy finally resulted in -the city of At- 
lanta bringing suit against the Chatta- 
nooga foundry and pipe works: for the 
return of $7,000. 

The federal court of Tennessee decided 
in favor of the city of Atlanta after a 
long drawn out contest. The action of 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals here today is to confirm this deci- 
sion and holds that the foundry and piper 
works must pay back the excess charges 
of $7,000 besides standing all costs of 


the tigation.

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RUSSIANS SINK 
BRITISH VESSEL 


Steamer St. Kilda Sent to 
the Bottom, 


St. Kilda Was Sunk by Russian Aux- 
iliary Cruiser—Sinking of the 
St. Kilda Has Caused 
Excitement in 
. London.

Singapore, Straits Settlement, June i4.— 
The few details obtainable regarding the 
sinking of the British steamer St. Kilaa 
by the Russian auxiliary cruiser Dnieper 
show that the St. Kilda was captured by 
the Dnieper June 4, about 50 miles frum 
Hong-King, at which port she was last 
reported. She was sunk by the cruiser on 
the following day on the ground: that she 
had contraband of war on board, after 
the crew and malls had been removed. 
The cargo of the St. Kilda consisted 
chiefly of jute, rice and cotton. The 
Dnieper transferred to the Dutch steamer 
Flores in the Straits of Malacca forty-one 
of the Chinese crew of the St. Kilda and 
the mails belonging to that steamer, but 
the captain, ten Europeans and the Chi- 
nese steveddres who had charge of the 
Chinese’ portion of the crew”of the St. 
Kilda were detained on board the 
Dnieper. 

The torpedo failed to sink the steamer. 
so the Dnieper opened fire on her. A 
dozen shots were fired by the cruiser be- 
fore the St. Kilda sank. 

Russia Asked to Explain. 

London, June 14.—A considerabje stir 
has been created in shipping circles as 
a-resuit of. the sinking of the- British 
steamer St. Kilda by the Russian auxtii- 
lary cruiser Dnieper in the China’ sea. 
The foreign .office has been bombardcd 
with telegrams from.the owners from 
the ship and cargo urging that action in 
the matter be taken. The foreign’ office 
is awaiting details, but in the meantime 
has drawn the attention of the Russian 
government to the reports so'far re- 
ceived. It is pointed out that the preg- 
ent case is entirely different from that 
of the British steamer Oldhamia, whith 
was captured as the Russian fleet wag 
about. to. enter Japanese waters, and 
might have conveyed information to the 
Japanese. The St. Kilda, on the other 
hand, conla not have imparted informa- 
tion damaging to the Russians, whose 
fleet had already been dstroyed or scat- 
tered. The Russians are expected to ¢con- 
tend that the St. Kilda was carrying 
contraband, and that they were unable 
to take her to a Russian port.

St. Petersburg, June 14.—The Slovo this 
morning published a remarkably sensa- 
tional interyitw filled with the gloomiest 
forebodings with M. Witte, president of 
the committee of ministers. The Russian 
statesman’s name is not*mentioned, but 
the veil of his identity can be pleced by 
the veriest tyro. He evidently spoke with 
the profound conviction that the affairs 
of state are going from bad to worse, 
and under personal invitation produced 
by the intrigues which compel him to sit 
idle during the present crisis. Every word 
was black with pessimism. The states- 
man made it clear that Foreign Minister 
Lamcdorff, for one, opposed his having 
anything. to do with the peace negotia- 
tiohs. 

What Witte Says. 

Asked concerning the report that he is 
going abroad, charged with a mission in 
regard to the negotiations for peace,* M. 
Whitte replied, his words being given 
fiterally, as they contain much bidden 
meaning: 

“No. I certainly will not go on such a 
mission for several. reasons. The last of 
them is that I shall do everything to 
avoid it. Even if the rumor of Lamsdorff’s 
resignation is true. which I insist is not 
the case,’ the main situation would not 
be changed. 

“Nothing that Russia*has gone through 
is surprising. I gave warning in due time 
that only the match wood “of Rojestven- 
sky’s squadron would reach Viadivostok. 
In a .word, I justly earned the designa- 
tion of a croaking-;raven. [I -do not see 
that affairs have yet.taken a turn which 
makes my services. desirable. I will say 
more—even-now I cannet observe a 
definite desire to change the direction of 
the current.

As for Peace. 

“As for peace, Japan will not even ve 
willing to discuss a basis which would not 
insure peace for at least fifty years. Her 
conditions doubtless have also consider- 
ably increased. She will, of course, agree 
to open negotiations on her own soil 
without mediators with a person whom 
Russia will clothe with special powers. 
Herein lies the real source of the rumors 
originating in the Berlin and London 
cabinets about my trip. Russia 
could prolong the war for five years in 
the hope of coming out victorious. were 
it not for the events in the interior, to 
which they are closing their eyes and 
stopping ,their ears and trying to know 
nethin about. _ Here lies the horror 
of the present situation. Every hour of 
delay fraught with danger. . .

The Hague: and Geneva Also 
Being Considered for Peace 
Conference 


JAPAN IS WATCHING 
ALL RUSSIAN MOVES 


Unless Japan is Satisfied That Rus- 
sia Means Rusiness There 
Will Be no Conference — 
in Regard to End- 
ing the War. 


Washington, June 14.—Gradually the 
negotiations for peace in the Far Hast 
arg@ nearing a focus. The one point to 
which the energies of those directiy 
sencerned in them now are being directel 
te the choice of a place for the holding 
at*the conference of the plenipotentiaries 
cf the belligerent powers.

Honolulu, June 1!4.—Considerable at- 
tention: has been attracted by a Chinese 
poster which has appeared in Hilos, Asi- 
atic quarters. It says that the Chinese 
government proposes to retaliate for the 
American exclusion policy and that the 
s°vyrnment at Pekin will issue an order 
against the purchase of American goods 
with a death penalty for violation-of the 
order and wil preceed to have Ameri- 
cans who enter China fumigated at the 
port of entry and charged $5 per head. 

Based on Misconception. 

Pekin, June |4.~—The agitation and pro- 
posed boycott of American goods by 
Chinese merchants is apparently based 
upon.a misconception by the Chinese of 
America’s intention in regard to the 
exclusion act. Both Chinese and Ameri- 
cans are agreed upuyn tne point that ex 
clusion Of coolies is the chief matter un- 
der consideration and that the act, deals 
with the treatment of other classes. A 
discussion of the subject will be neces- 
sarily prolonged and to arrange a new 
convention will take time. 

Mr. Rockhill, the American minister, 
has assured the Chinese that America’s 
intentions are friendly and cohcilatory 


lg apparently satisfied upon the subject.

This movement is unlikely to attain 
@ny serious proportions, although it is 
significant, indicating the importance 
which is attached by the Chinese to ques- 
tions involved in the American exclusion 
act.

be cordial, : 

It is pointed out that great lifficulty is 
experienced by the immigratéon officials 
in executing the law, because of the 
many bogus certificates which are pre- 
sented by Chinege. 

Secretary Metcalf is in favor of con- 
gressional legisiation on the subject pro- 
viding for a rigid Supervision of the is- 
suance of certificates in China, the idea 
being to hold absolutely responsible for 
the accuracy of the statements contain- 
ed in the certificates the officials who 
issue them.

Secretary Medllistr, of Tobacco 
Combine, in Contempt 


He Refused to Answer Questions 
About the Tobacco Trust and 
Was Promptly Punished. 
Case Will Be Ap- 
pealed. 


New York, June 14.—William MceAlliis- 
ter, secretary of the American Tobacco 
Company, was adjudged guilty of com- 
tempt in the United States circuit court 
for having refused to answer questions 
before the federal grand jury in connec- 
tion with the investigation of the s0- 
called tobacco trust. 

McAllister was asked questions concern- 
ing the business affairs of his company, 
and was served with a subpena requiring 
him to produce papers and contracts cov- 
ering the export business of the American 
Tobacco Company. On the advice of his 
counsel, he not only declined to answef 
the questions, but to produce the papers 
asked for, taking the ground that he was 
protected by his constitutional rights. 

He was then taken before Judge [a- 
combe in the United States circuit court, 
found guilty of contempt and fined $5. 
Judge Lacombe also ordered that McAl- 
lister be taken into custody by United 
States Marshal Henka until such time as 
he purges himself of the contempt by 
answering the questions and producing 
the books and papers. An application for 
a writ of habeas corpus was denied. Mc- 
Allister then was taken before United 
States Commissioner Shields, where he 
furnished $1,000 bail for his appearance 
pending an appeal to the United .States 
supreme court.

Hofman Wil be Hel 
on Disorderly Charge 


Story of the MySterious Case That is 
Puzzling the Detectives at 
Columbus—Disappearay+ve 
' of the Baby—The 

Investigation. 


Columbus, Ga., June 14.—(Speclal.)— 
“Not enough evidence has been intro- 
duced to warrant me in binding the, de- 
fendant over on the charge of murder,” 
said Recorder Crawford today at the 
concinsion of his investigation of the: 
case of J. W. Hoffman, charged with 
murder. “I will, therefore, dismiss the 
murder charge. A city charge of dis- 
orderly conduct against the defendant 
will be continued indefinitely.” 

Hoffman was indicted by the grand jury 
last week on the charge of cruelty to 
children, and he is still in jail on that 
charge. His bond is $500. 

The court room was crowded this 
morning when the investigation of the 
case was begun. Attorneys D. L. Pal- 
mer and William G. Love represented 
the prisoner. By his side sat his broth- 
ers, two young men of Mobile, Ala. It 
was reported that Mrs. Hoffman's father, 
who arrived in the city from Mississippi 
a day or two ago, would take an active 
part in the prosecution of the case, but 
he was not present+¢this morning. 


Story of the Case. 

A baby was born at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hoffman, on East Highlands, 
Friday, June 2. The couple had married 
about four months previously at Opelika, 
Ala. Hoffman is an insurance solicitor, 
representing the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company. He was greatly en- 
raged at the birth of the infant. Late 
Saturday afternoon, some thirty-six hours 
after the child’s birth, it disappeared 
mysteriously. The city detectives began 
to investigate the case. Sunday after- 
noon Hoffman called at police headquar- 
ters, very much excited, called for De- 
tectives Moore and Palmer, and told 
them that he would kill eny man who 
said anything against his wife, at the 
same time throwing his hand to his hip 
pocket, He was arrested. When search- 
ed he was found to be unarmed. Hoff- 
man, still extremely excited, said that 
he -would plead guilty to murder rather 
than produce the child. He said that he 
gave the baby to a negro woman To keep 
for him, as he did not want it reared in 
his own home. He refused to divulge 
the name of the woman, claiming not to 
know it. He said he could locate tne 
child in six hours’ time if given his free- 
dom, but declined to give the officers any 
clew as to the infant’s whereabouts, 

, River and Wells Searched. 

In the meantime a most diligent search 
was made for the baby by the authori- 
ties. An expert diver explored the river 
near the upper wagon bridge, but found 
nothing. Various wells were dragged. 
The county commissioners. offered a re- 
ward. Country people were asked to be 
on the lookout for the child. .But despite 
all this, the child could not be found. 
The whereabouts of the infant is a mys- 
tery to this hour. The authorities be- 
lieve that the infant was murdered, but 
cannot substantiate the claim or pro- 
duce he body. There is no law to fit 
this particular case, Captain Wiley Wil- 
liams states. 

Witnesses Are Examined. 

Sheriff Roberts, Dr. Anderson, Dr. Sher- 
idan and Detectives Moore and Palmer 
were the witnesses examined by Judge 
Crawford today. Their testimony threw 
no light on the whereabouts of the in- 
fant. The prosecution was unable to 
rrove whether it is living or dead. Dr. 
Anderson, the principal witness, said 
that Hoffman was anxious that the in- 
fant be sent to some foundling hospital. 
When asked by the judge (who aid he 
meant no reflection on Dr. Anderson as 
a physician, by the question), if Hoffman 
made him any proposition to dispose of 
the child. or intimated that he wished 
this done, the witness. replied in the 
negative.

Neighbors Embittered. 
Minister Arrested. 


Valdosta, Ga., June !4—(Special.)—Last 
night in the Hahira district, a few miles 
north of Valdosta, an unknown assas- 
sin shot to death two children of W. L. 
Carter and wounded a third. 

About 9 o'clock ‘last evening the three 
children went into the yard to investi- 
gate into‘the cause of the continued 


barking of their dog. When tley did not 
return Carter arose to investigate, but 
before he could leave the room three re- 
ports rang out and on reaching the yard 
he found that all three children had been 
shot. The 16-year-old girl was dead, 
lying at full length on the ground. The 
17-year-old son, in mortal pain, was 
crawling toward the house. The younger 
child was not seriously injured and re- 
vived on being taken inside 

On recovering consciousness the little 
child stated that shortly after they en- 
tered the yard she saw the flash of a 
gun and an explosion and saw her sister 
fall. Next her brother was struck down 
and when she turned to flee she felt the 
sting of a bullet. She knew no more 
until she awoke inside the house. 

This morning about 3 o’clock Carter 
fired on some one who was loitering in 
his yard. He says it was a negro. He 
thinks the assailants of his children are. 
negroes, but belleves they were induced 
to commit the crime by another party. 

When the news of the double trageay 
became known large crowds began to as- 
semble at the home. Bloodhounds were 
dispatched for and placed on the track, 
followed by a large posse, including the 
chief of police, sheriff and deputies and 
others. 

There is the greatest excitement -both 
in Valdosta and throughout the Hahira 
district, where the double tragedy oc- 
curred. Many have armed _ themselves, 
vowing vengeance if the assassin is cap- 
tured. 

Feud May Be at Bottom. 

It {is said by many that the murder may 
have been the result of a family feud of 
long standing. It is known that two at- 
tempts had previously been made on the 
life of Mr. Carter and his children may 
have beem the innocent victims of the 
deadly hatred felt toward their father. 

The father, it is. charged, was fired on 
several weeks ago by J. G. Rawlings, 
who is also a former minister. He has 
been arrested under the charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder. This morn- 
ing Rawlings was arrested on @ bench 
warrant and his bond was _ increased 
$2,000, making it $3,250 in all. 

Only last Saturday Rawjings was placed 
under a bond of $1,200 to keep the peace. 

Rawlings spent last night in Valdosta, 
so it will be easy for him, his friends 
claim, to prove an abill. 

Carter Had Throat Cut. 

Prior to the attempt on Carter's life 
several weeks ago, he had his throat cut 
in a court room. This occurred several 
months ago. The feud between Carter and 
some of his neighbors has been bitter 
for several years. 

The solicitor general and the officers 
have their theories and it is expected 
that there will be several arrests soon, 
The alleged instigators, as well as the as- 
sassins, are wanted. 

Two Negroes Arrested. 

Sheriff Passmore and Chief of Police 
Dampier have just returned from the 
scene of last night’s assassination, bring- 
ing with them Jesse, Milton and Leonard 
Rawlings and two negroes charged witn 
the crime. The coroner's jury fully in- 
vestigated the matter and returned a 
verdict daying the crime to two of the 
Rawlings boys. Mr. and Mrs. Carter, 
parents of the murdered children, saw the 
men and recognized them. Young Carter, 
after being shot, ran into the house and 
told his parents who did the shooting, 
dying some time later. 

Facts which were brought out showed 
that shucks had been placed ywnder Car- 
ter’s house for the purpose of firing it, 
and that when the children went in the 
yard to investigate the cause of the dogs 
barking, they discovered the incendiaries, 
who then became assassing to hide their 
crime. 

It is said that the two negroes under 
argest were with the Rawlings boys ail 
day yesterday, and were probably then 
planning their hellish deed.

With her ports all seai- 
ed, not only was the south fighting the 
north with access to all the world for 
men and supplies, but the south was 
fighting her own sons. In the union ar- 
mies there were 333,298 white soldiers 
from the south, and 193,337 negro sol- 
Gilers. The south. furnished about one- 
seventh of the army which fought against 
her, so that it would appear from the 
record that the south played no insig- 
nificant part in preserving the union of 
These things are to be re- 
membered, not in sorrow or in anger, or 
evén in regret; but that the world may 
begin to understand the miracles of va- 
lor, Of endurance, of dagged courage, ot 
devoted heroism shown by the confeder- 
ate soldier. On the clock of the ages the 
hour had struck when slavery should be 
no more. The south was wounded for 
the transgression of the whole nation, 
she was bruised @r the iniquities of all.

Some Bancroft or Ma- 
cauley will later sift all the arguments 
and :facts, and bring out the trath, and 
give due credit to our motives, and our 
patriotism. We are conscious of no dis- 


honor in our record. . We fought for 


principles handed down by our revolu- 
tionary forefathers. We fought in de 
fending our homes and .firesires against 
invaders. Shame on a people who would 
not fight in such @ cause. 

“We go to our graves feeling that we 
were right. It is true, we failed in main- 
taining the principles we fought for. 
Superior numbers and resoufces under 
the wisdom of an overruling Frovidence 
decided against us. Yet we are sure 
we did our duty; ‘and it is our duty to 
the end to preserve undiminished the 
treasures of our devoted patriotism, our 
unshaken faith, and our’ uhalterable bde- 
lief in the sacredness and jJustness of our 
cause.” One thing is certain, no true 
confederate ‘soldier has ever “hung his 
head before any human being because 
of his conduct. We have through au 
our lives and under every condition main- 


tained our self-respect, and in our oid } 


age now, we see we have the respeot not 
only of those who fought against us, but

‘““‘We were tried in prosperity before 
the great conflict. We were tested in the 
great clash of arms. Some of us were at 
Chickamauga, Shiloh, Murfreesboro—tie 
three bigodiest battles of the War, when 
28 per cent; 24 per cent and 23-per cent, 
respectively, of:all engaged on both sides 
were killed or wounded. Some of us were 
at Gettysburg, where 43,449 men were 
killed Or wounded. Some of us were at 
bloody Sharpsburg-—in the seven days 
battle around Richmond—at the Wilder- 
ness—at Cold Harbor—at’ Vicksburg, in 
the battles in the trans-Mississippi de- 
partment. We fought unti] about hair 
of our enlisted strength was under the 
sod. There has never been suca 
a heroic record in any other 
great war. We have been tested and 
tried in prosperity, in victory, in defeat, 
in tribulation, in humiliation, and now— 
thank God, Our lives have been spared to 
old age, to see our beloved.southland re- 
stored to prosperity again, and to see 
almost the last vestige of the ravages of 
war disappear. 

“The response through all your lives has 
under all tests been honorable and brave, 
as true as a bugle note to every duty as 
you saw it. We can recall our patriotism 
and fe pure motives that inspired us;

heroism with which we followed them 
through desolation and danger to death;

Foxy Nippon. 

Indications that Japan will not 
rush pell-mell or blindly into peace 
negotiations are multiplying. Dis- 
patches from Tokio and other sources 
intimate that while the mikade and

It is said that the proposal of the 
czar to make simply aristocratic mes- 
sengers of his envoys to the peace 
conference, emplowering them merely 
to convey the result of their negotia- 
tions to St. Petersburg, has caused of- 
ficial Tokio to scent a trap. This is 
described as an intention to draw out 
Japan’s peace terms, in the full belief 
that they will be too exorbitant for 
immediate acceptance; then to utilize 
them as an appeal to the patriotism 
of the Russian people to continue the 
war, and as evidence to the powers 
that Russia’s desire for . peace was 
balked by the unreasonableness of 
Japan. To forestall any such develop-

With the ad- 
ministration influence actively exer- 
cised in behalf of a sensible treaty, 
favorable action by the senate may 
be confidently expected; and, simt- 
larly, we m@y expect such descent 
modification’ of the immigration laws 
and their administration as will. meet 
the very just eentontion of the Chi- 
nese. : 

That something must be dqne is ap- 
parent-to~ ‘everybody who has fol- 
lgwed the advites from CHtiina. Only 
yesterday the dispatches‘ from Tien- 
tsin told of the serious thoroughness 
with. which thegreat guilds are tak- 
ing up the suggestion first coming 
from Shanghai. “The guilds,” ac- 
cording to the press dispatch to The 
Constitution, “have quietly determin- 
ed to carry the boycott through, and 
the aspect for American manufactur- 
ers is rather gloomy. The native 
newspapers are refusing advertise- 
ments of American goods. The boy- 
cott promises to be especially disas- 
trous to the cotton goods trade.” 

The situation is one calculated to 
carry. genuine alarm, not only to the 
cotton mill men, but, as The Consti- 
tution has heretofore pointed out, to 
the cotton growing industry. Mr. J. 
J. Spalding, of Atlanta, who repre- 
sented the Georgia Industria] Associ- 
ation at the recent meeting of manu- 
facturers in Washington, presents 
this phase of the situation briefly and 
graphically when he says: 

The splendid market for cotton goods 
that we now have is due almost exclu- 
sively to the export trade with China. 
Nothing has done more to aid the farm- 
ers in holding the price of cotton up 
than this export trade. If unfortunately 
it should be cut off it would work a 
great injury to this great section—the 
mills, farmers, transportation companies, 
commission men and every banker and 
every interest in the country would suf- 
fer directly. 

What is needed is not only a sensi- 
ble treaty with China, but immigra- 
tion laws in the spirit of such a 
treaty; and particularly and especial- 
ly the administration of such laws so 
that high-class Chinese may come to 
this country on business or as stu- 
dents or on pleasure bent, without 
being submitted to all sorts of indig- 
nities. 

Two typical illustrations of the 
treatment accorded high class Chi- 
nese, against which ‘the people of 
their country are protesting, as given 
by The New York Sun: 


Four Chinese students, one of them a 


England, where they have been edu- 
eated, arrived in Boston harbor re- 
cently. So respectable a person as Mr. 
Joseph H. Choate had provided for them 
letters of introduction. Their passports 
were regular and unimpeachable. Never- 
theless, the immigration authorities de- 
tained them on board ship for a day, 
photographing them for identification and 
making them give bond not to go to 
work as laborers for starvation wages 
and thus take the bread out of the 
mouths of American citizens. 

These students are of a wealthy and cul- 
tivated family.- Their uncle is governor 
of the province of Shanghai. Mr. Choate 
is not known to be in the habit of giving 
letters of introduction to aid persons who 
wish to violate the laws of his country, 
The ambitious coolie desirous of entering 
America might have difficulty in getting 
the ex-ambassador’s attention. However, 
such minor details as these do not inter- 
est the inspectors whose duty it is to en- 
force the Chinese éexcrusion law. 

Last year a Chinese commissioner to 
the St. Louis fair was carried across the 


and afier he had been admitted to 
the country. When his train after its 
excursion into foreign territory, re- 
entered the United States, he was held 
up, treated roughiy and grossly insulted 

His elivtis .0 caps 
the error that had been made caused him 
to be treated as a criminal, and he kept

These are two typical cases of stupid- 
ity in ‘the enforcement cf the law. Many 
such incidents have happened. 

At a time when our merchants are 
putting forth their best efforts to ob- 
tain a share of the trade with China 
—a trade in which the people of the 
southern states have a vital interest 
—the officials of our government are 
heaping indignities upon representa- 
tives of the influential classes of that 
country. Can we wonder at the con- 
Sequent resentment? England and 
Germany are anxious enough to sell 
China all the cotton goods and other 
products she needs, at the same time 
keeping the doors of hospitality open 
to representative Chinese. The fair 
treatment they have to demand of the 
United States they get at the hands 
of the countries of Europe without 
the asking. 

They should have it, must have it, 
here. The business interests of the 
south have much at stake; the busi- 
ness interests of other sections are 
also largely involved, since the pro- 
posed boycott is by no mea con- 
fined to cotton good# Hearty co- 
operagion on the part of these various 
interests, backed by public sentiment, 
will bring to bear upon congress such 
pressure as will force a decent treaty, 
decent immigration laws, and descent 
administration of those laws.

Dr. Abercrombie at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, June !4—Dr. John W. 
Abercrombie, president of the University 
of Alabama, delivered the address at the 
commencement of the University of Cin- 
cinnati here today. He declared that the 
colege men and college women were 
leaders in the nation’s work “because as 
students at college they have learned 
these lessons and formed those habits 
which are of practical use in practical 
life.”’ 
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BIG MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO EXTEND 
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THENS, GA., June 14.—(Special.)— 
A The alumni of the University of 

_Geongia throughout the state are 
being approached in regard to a scheme 
that the faculty and trustees of the uni- 
versity believe promises great things for 
that institution. 

Options have been secured on about 500 
acres of land to the south of tthe present 
campus of the university, which embraces 
37 acres, and it is proposed to incorporate 
this tract in the property. owned by tre 
college. 

The price of the area on which options 
have been secured is approximately $85,- 
000. Already plans are on foot to raise 
an endowment fund of $100,000 to be 
placed at the disposal of the university. 
A friend of the institution, who has been 
extremely liberal toward Georgia's great 
has subscribed $20,- 
000, on condition that an additional $80,- 
000 be raised so as to make up the total 


' of $100,000. 


Ground for Agricultural College. 

The need of more land for the university 
campus is being more clearly emphasized 
every year. Instead of expanding only 
to the extent that is needed for the pres- 
ent emergency, it has ben thought wiser 
to make such provision as will suffice 
for the needs of the colleg® for many 
years to come. 

There now remain but two available 
building sites on the university campus, 
and when the project for an agricultural 
college, toward the establishment of 
which the state was urged to appropriate 
$100,000, was first advanced, the officials 
of the university began to plan for the 
necessary enlargement of the campus. 
Options on the property desired was se- 
cured by Hon. T. J. Shackleford, who 
gave this legal services to the work with- 
out cost. As the property in question 
embraces a- large number of acres in 
the city limits and several good resi- 
dences, it is thought that the price asked 
for it is reasonable. 

Should the alumni association decide to 
follow the latest suggestion for the use 
of thé money subscribed to the alumni 
endowment fund, which amounts to abou* 
$42,000, it would only leave $38,000 to 
be raised, to make the whole fund of 
$100,000 available. 

First the alumni association proposed to 
erect a dormitory and mess hall, but the 
state advanced the money for these; then 
an auditorium and gymnasium was dis- 
cuesed, but there is a strong sentiment 
now toward applying this fund toward 
the enlargement of the campus.
